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CRIMINAL COURTS AVOIDED 

CIVIL ACTION WILL DETERMINE CONSTITU- 
TIONALITY OF NEW YORK LAWS. - 

Trial of Suit Brought Against Directors of West- 
chester Racing Association hy Minority 
Stockholders to Bo Expedited. 



New York. .Vugnst -2. — III Ihe tri.il of ilie suit 
whieli iniiiorily stocklioldcrs Imve lirouglit against 
tile directors id' tlie Westelii-ster Kaeiiig AssiK-iation. 
It is understiaMi tliat tliere wiii eoine u test of tiie 
new laws. o|wr:ilive on Si'pteiutier 1, wliiidi make 
more stringent the lad ting restrietions at race tracks 
and make trustees and directors of racing eoriaira- 
tions ei|ually guilty and sulijeet to imprisoninent 
with anyone who is eonvleted of riolation of the 
lietting law on tlie isiriHa'atioii’s iiro|M*rty. 

It is tile exiH'idation of the lausons interested 
in racing tliat tiie suit will ta* expedited and tliat 
a tinal decision as to the <-onstitutionaIity of the new 
law will iH' oldaiuisi liy early spring in time for 
the racing men to alter or enlarge their plans for 
tlie season of lilll. It is a civil action and dilatory 
tactics will lud l>e resorted to hy eitlier part}' to the 
suit. In some nuaiters it is regardeil as a friendly 
suit hroiight for the purposi- of getting a ruling on 
the new laws, wliieh- several lawyers of proniiuenee 
have d(-elared to Ite plainly unconstitutional in that 
the.v make jaTsons responsihle for crimes committed 
h.V others and amenable to punishment by imprisou- 
UH nt. 

-\s wain as the trustees’ liability law was luissed 
b.v tbp Legislature, announcement was made that a 
test of tile constitutionality or iineonstitutionality of 
it would Ih‘ made, but it was thought it would be 
a criminal action. No one volunteered, however, to 
tie a d<-fendant in a test ease witli the iiossibillty 
of imprisonment staring him in the face. 

When tlie trustees’ lialiility bill was liefia'e the 
committee during tlie closing days of tlie Legisla- 
ture. pTominent men represimting racing interests, 
among them Andrew Miller. Josepli .\nerbach and 
others, dii-lan-d that if It were enacted into law 
It would gradually but surely destroy racing in the 
state of New York, 'fhey declared further tliat the 
measure was idainl.v an invasion of the lilK'rty and 
riglits of tile men wlio had money invested in race 
tracks uimI added that it.it were passed they would 
wek at on<x> to have its constitutionality tested. 
The trustees’ law Is the one to wliich most serious 
otijection was made. In brief, it reiieals the s»*c- 
tloii of the law wliich exempts trustees from puu- 
ishnient so long as they post notices on their iirem- 
ises prohibiting gambling. 

The suit was started after the directors of the 
Westchester Racing .•Vssixdation had decided not to 
bold a meeting at Reliiiont Park this fall. Some of 
the inlnority st<M-kliolders insist that the meeting 
sliould 1 m> lield and that failure to liold it deprives 
them of an opportunit.v to realize dividends on their 
stiK'k. Tliey also contend that in taking action the 
directors exi-eeded their rights and practically cim- 
llseated the interests of tlie minority sto«-kliolders. 

The directors’ answer was that the.v were com- 
pelled to aliandon Ihe meeting or expose themselves 
to criminal pros<>cution under a law which made im- 
jirisonnient mandatory. Tliey declared that they 
could iHit prevent oral betting. It wtaild go on no 
nialter liow vigilant tliey might be. It was inci- 
dental to racing the world over, they averred, and 
always would Ik*.

Saratoga, N. Y., August 22. — As a feature this 
aflvriKKin’s otteriii’g of the Saratoga .VssiH-iatiou was 
Hu* Vassar Stakes, for three-yiar-old fillies. The 
fact that it was .under selling conditions uatiirally 
prevented such a filly as Ocean Bound appearing in 
the lield, hut it furnished a first-class contest, iu 
which ‘ Jolin T. Ireland’s western , fill v. Cherryola. 
proved best and won nieely in hand hy’a length and 
a half from Jacquelinu, with the sprinter, Follie 
Levy, tliird. i 

Tlie day was liright and the track fast, conditions 
tliat iiclped to bring, out a remarkalily good .Monday 
crowd and from the first race to the last tlie sjKirt 
was of the first class. Some of the winners fur- 
nished a bit of surprise atid the start in tiie first 
race marred its running considerably when Hill 
Top and Live 'Wire, two undoubted contenders, were 
almost left at the post. But these untoward inci- 
dents did not prevent a thoroughly Interestiug day 
of siKirt. 

S. C. Hildreth ttnlay sold his great three-year-old 
colt. Dalmatian, to Ismis Wimius, ami the son of 
Ethelbert — lonis will be shipped to England shortly 
for racing on the other side of the Atlantic. The 
purchase was made by F. Vivian Gooch for Mr. 
Winans and it was reiiorted that the price paid 
was $60,900. Mr. Winaus is the sportsman tvlio 
purchased Sir MarYin aud Edward fronts- John E. 
•Madden at the close of their two^ear-old season. 
Sir Martin was lionght in the hope of winning Hie 
Epsom Derliy of 19f)9 and he went to the post this 
favorite. He fell in the running of the race and 
many who saw tlie race have expressed the opinion 
that he would have been returned the winner but 
for the accident. 

Dalmatian has proven hlmsi'lf the best three-year- 
old of this year, rntll his recent defeat iu the 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap Saturday, he 
had a ‘remarkable 'list of victories that includiHl the 
Empire City Handicap from older horses. His lu'st 
race at Saratoga was the winning of the Travers. 
Other races that Re has won include the Coney 
Island J(K‘key dub Stakes.* the Brisiklyn' Derby, the 
Sea Gate and Iroquois Stakes and the Yonkers Han- 
dicap. Mr. GoiK-h will make all arrangements for 
the early sliipment of the great colt and it is (Joubt- 
ful if he will be raced again this season. 

A race tliat really was of more interest than the 
Vassar was the mile and an eijJhth handicap, which 
went to Superstition, a horse tha* has been giving 
a good aeiKiunt of himself over heavy tracks, for 
whicli it is known he has no s[iecial liking. 'Toilay 
the footing was hard enough to suit the son of 
.Vldine and after he had raced with all the pace he 
came away with great ease in the stretch to win 
in band hy half a dozen lengths. Boli R.. a slight 
favorite in the field, met with some misfortune in 
the running and he was the one to take second place, 
easily beating Cheek. 

Cherr.vola. to win her race, had to catch KoHle 
Levy and Mexoana, the latter a starter from the 
stable of Richard T. Wilson, Jr. 'This pair went 
into a long lead in the first eighth and raced like a 
team almost to the stretch. There lioth tired and it 
was then that Van Ben.schot(*n made bis move with 
tYicrryola. Through the early stages the Ireland 
filly had been lengths 'behiud the pace, but when shw 
was call**d on she closed ■with a great rush and 
Jacquelina. another that had failed utterly to k(K*p 
pace for three-quarters of a mile, was the only one 
capable of giving her the semblance of a contest at 
the finish. 

The steeplecha.se of the day was for hunters, and 
it prov<>il a two-horse raw from start to finish. Tim 
Donoliue rode old O. K. with such vigor tliat h«* 
was able to go along close to Prince Hampton, the 
favorite, for the entire trip. Prince Hampton alway.s 
had it on O. K.. but the Pfizer horse was right witli 
him to Hie last three fences. There Prliii*e Hampton 
came away as Lynch pleased and at the fitfish he 
had plenty in reserve. Onl.v five started and Ilidiola 
was third only because Sam Ball unseated .jockey 
Patterson four jumps from the finish. Fortunately 
Patterson was iiiiburt. except for some slight bruises 
and a nasty shaking up. 

There was another fall during the da.v when Ma.v 
Amelia was jostled anil went down riglit at tin*, 
start of Hie fiflli race. King had the leg up on 
her and escam*d serious injury. .\fter lier tiiuiMe 
Ma.v .Vnieiia was quickly on her feet ami slie raced 
riderless with tin* tie4d througlioHt. finishing with 
Imitator, the winner. 

Chapnltepec was winner of the opening race after 
Live Wire iiad Ik*cii practically left and Hill 3‘op 
was away so liadly as to liavt* no chance and Ben 
Lasi a seored over nineteen oHier maiden two-year- 
olils in Hie Inst race.
